Several  large  industries,  giving  employment  to  a 

number  of  men  and  girls,  include  the  iron  and  steel 

in  tA  che“1°?a  ArkS'  l00al  trictovorks,  and  the  Silkworks 

in  the  ?2ed?UA°-nShlU  °fUlint  and  Holywell.  .agriculture, 
immediate  vicinity,  also  affords  a fair  medium  of 
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employment.  Salmon  fishing  (and  other  types  of  fish), 
is  a means  of  livlihood  which  has  been  in  existence  in 
the  area  from  time  immemorial. 

ITo  new  industry  has  been  inaugurated  during 
the  year  in  the  area. 

The  degree  of  unemployment  in  the  area  is 
definitely  decreasing.  There  seems  to  be  distinctly 
more  work  available  for  all  kinds  of  workers,  and  the 
continued  prosperity  is  still  noticeable  in  the  condition 
and  relative  happiness  of  the  younger  generation. 

Council  Housing  schemes  and  County  Road  improvements  add 
not  a little  to  minimizing  any  tendency  to  increased 
unemployment. 

The  Physical  Training  Classes  continue  to 
supply  a very  necessary  adjunct  to  the  communal  welfare, 
and  the  year  has  produced  a male  section  which  I understand 
is  very  well  attended.  This  movement  is  being  extensively 
encouraged,  and  the  provision  of  playgrounds  and  parks 
should  solve  the  problem  of  outdoor  space  for  the 
performance  of  these  very  desirable  exercises,  during  the 
suitable  warm  months. 


Occupational  disease  and  associated  troubles 
are  at  a minimum  in  the  area. 


The  Accident  Incidence  at  the  various  works  in 
the  area  continues  at  approximately  the  same  level  each 
year.  Road  accidents  (duo  to  motor  and  other  vehicles) 
were  not  very  numerous,  but  it  would  be  useful  to  know  how 
many  there  we  re,  if  police  cooperation  in  the  matter  of 
statistics  were  available. 

I would  like  to  throw  out  the  suggestion  that  a Byelaw 
be  considered  limiting  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  to  the 
side  of  the  road  (in  High  Street  only)  in  which  direction 
they  are  travelling.  This  I think  could  help  a good 
deal  on  certain  days  of  the  week,  in  lessening  the  pros- 
pect of  accidents.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1 . ( 1 ) Water. 

The  supply  of  water  (local  and  Birkenhead  supplies) 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality,  as  far  as 
the  Birkenhead  supply  is  concerned.  The  local  supply, 
although  no  complaints  from  users  were  received,  showed  on 
examination  bac teriologically , that  contamination  by  Bacteria 
Coli  was  a feature;  the  presence  of  this  pollution  being 
unsatisfactory,  and  necessitating  some  further  purification 
of  the  supply.  Appended  is  a copy  of  the  certificate  of 
analysis  separately  from  -

A proposed  scheme  of  filtration,  softening,  and 
sterilization  has  been  put  before  your  by  the  Engineer, 
the  extent  of  which  has  since  been  modified.  The  scheme, 
if  carried  out,  will  result  in  a definitely  much  purer 
supply  of  water  being  supplied  from  the  local  source,  and 
is  eminently  desirable. 

extension  of  mains  was  required  to  supply  the

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

oucceeding  years  are  putting  an  increasing  demand 
on  your  drainage  and  sewerage  system,  owing  to  intensive 
building  operations,  and  the  requirements  of  this  section 
of  the  amenities  will  necessitate  your  very  active 
consideration  in  the  near  future.  Complaints  of  bad  smells 
were  only  prevalent  in  dry  weather,  and  these  were  dealt 
with  as  adequately  as  possible  under  the  circumstances. 

2 • Rivers  and  Streams. 

action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect 
to  checking  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area. 

3 • (l)  Closet  Accommodation. 

Three  privies  have  been  converted  to  V . C . s during 
the  year.  I would  again  like  to  stress  the  necessity  of  a 
further  advance  in  the  elimination  of  the  outstanding  13 
closets  by  conversion  to  the  V/.C.  system.  The  47  earth 
closets  in  districts  not  water  supplied,  remain. 

( 2 ) Public  Cleaning. 

This  is  carried  out  in  a similar  manner  to  last  year, 
and  the^r&has  been  no  addition  or  alteration  of  the  system, 
which  seems  to  work  very  well.  Streets  are  kept  clean  daily, 
ana  there  is  nothing  to  complain  of  about  their  tidiness. 

Complaints  occasionally  come  in  regarding  the  non-* 
emptying  of  ashpits,  but  they  are  few,  and  action  is 
always  taken. 

Twelve  new  streets  have  been  added  during  the  year, 
ana  the  work  involved  consequently  increased,  but  so  far 
without  any  detriment. 

( 3 ) Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

Regular  inspection  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
area  is  undertaken,  and  there  is  cot  much  of  an  adverse 
category  to  complain  of.  Deposits  of  ruboish  are  noticed  in 
places  where  it  looks  unsightly,  but  it  seems  difficult  to 
allocate  the  practice  to  anyone  in  particular.  Verbal  requests 
to  discontinue  the  practice  do  not  appear  to  have  much  effect, 
ihe  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report  is  appended. 
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( 4 )  Shops . 


) 


It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  during 
the  year  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation 
and  temperature  of  shops  and  to  sanitary  conveniences. 

( 5 ) Smoke  abatement. 

I wish  again  to  draw  your  attention  to  this  section, 
and  respectfully  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  Smoke  Abatement 
act  by  the  Council.  Nothing  has  been  done  by  the  Organic 
Ammonia  Co.  to  abate  the  nuisance  complained  of  in  my  last 
year's  report,  although  many  requests  have  been  made  to  them 
to  mitigate  the  nuisance. 

( 6 ) Swimming  Baths  and  Pools  . 

There  are  no  public  or  private  swimming  baths  or  pools 
in  the  area.  Open-air  bathing  takes  place  in  the  River,  but 
there  is  no  method  of  ensuring  that  the  water  is  satisfactory 
to  bathe  in,  and  I suggest  that  while  the  bathing  cannot  be 
prohibited,  it  should  definitely  be  discouraged,  in  view  of  the 
sewage  which  contaminates  the  water  above  the  bathing  point. 

( 7 ) Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs , 

This  is  carried  out  when  necessary  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  with  the  use  of  Cimex  blocks  or  Zaldecide  Spray. 

4.  Schools. 


The  schools  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  were 
found  to  be  in  good  condition.  Sanitary  conditions  at  St. 
Mark's  School  are  much  improved,  but  the  general  fabric 
still  requires  a good  deal  of  attention  to  bring  it  into  line 
with  the  other  schools  of  the  area. 

The  schools  were  disinfected  by  spraying  during  the 
period  of  the  diphtheria  incidence. 

There  was  no  occasion  when  one  infection  was  sufficiently 
severe  to  warrant  the  closing  of  any  of  the  schools  in  the  area. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  ..nea. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector's  report  for  the  year  is  as 
f ollows : - 


The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year 
was  428.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  3 informal  notices, 
which  were  complied  with. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  only  trouble  experienced  in  this  connection  during 
the  year  was  at  the  Golftyn  Outfall,  which  silts  up  quickly 
and  is  liable  to  cause  nuisance  during  spells  of  dry  weather. 
The  Council  have  instructed  the  Surveyor  to  prepare  a scheme 
for  preventing  as  far  as  is  practicable  the  continuance  of 
this  trouble. 

75  yards  of  6"  and  530  yards  of  9"  sewers  have  been 
added  during  the  year  on  the  Council’s  Housing  Estate.

No  additional  workmen  have  been  employed  but  the 
necessity  may  arrive  in  the  near  future. 

The  chouse  refuse  is  collected  in  the  manner  described 
in  the  1936  report.  The  Council’s  decision  requiring  the 
provision  of  dustbins  should  ensure  the  abolition  of  all 
ashpits  in  the  district.  Trade  refuse  is  removed  at  the 
request  of  the  shopkeeper,  the  first  three  binsful  being 
removed  free  of  charge,  and  any  excess  of  this  at  2d.  per  bin 
Unfortunately,  it  appears  that  one  or  two  shopkeepers  are 
disposing  of  their  refuse  on  waste  ground,  and  some  action, 
if  possible,  should  be  taken  to  prevent  this.  Refuse  is 
removed  from  approximately  1475  premises  weekly. 

Inspection  of  Shops. 

Eleven  shops  were  inspected  during  the  year,  but  no 
action  was  necessary.

The  Sanitary  Accommodation  at  St.  Mark's 
School  has  been  greatly  improved,  but  rainwater  gullies 
still  need  attention.

The  slaughterhouses  of  the  area  have  been  examined 
and  supervised  in  the  usual  way.  One  beast  infected  with 
tuberculosis  v/ as  condemned  and  destroyed.

Your  appreciation  of  the  necessity  for  continued  effort 
under  the  heading  of  ’’Housing1’,  both  from  a Slum  Clearance 
point  of  view,  and  ordinary  Housing  Schemes,  was  more  than 
justified,  and  the  results  are  happily  reflected  in  the 
appearance  of  the  tenants  of  the  newly  appointed  houses,  the 
gardens  of  which  are  beginning  to  show  evidence  of  the  effect 
of  decent  housing  and  the  value  of  a little  ground  to  work  on, 
and  the  added  freedom  attached  thereto. 

The  number  of  families  in  excess  of  habitation  is  50, 
the  same  as  last  year.  There  will  continue  to  be  a slight 
excess,  I expect,  but  I find  some  families  come  into  the  area 
as  lodgers  in  the  hope  that  a Council  house  will  be  found  for 
them  under  the  Overcrowding  Act.  This  must  affect  to  some 
extent  the  applications  for  houses  from  those  I would  term

Inspection  and  supervision  of  Food . 
( a)  Milk. 


Farms  and.  Dairies  in  the  area  have  all  been 
inspected,  and  reach  a fair  standard.  Shippons  are  very 
well  kept,  airy,  and  in  the  main,  well  watered.  Dairies  are 
are  scrupulously  clean  and  milk  tins  kept  well  sterilized 
and  sweet.  No  suggestions  have  been  made  for  any  alteration 
during  the  year. 

The  qualitative  examination  of  milk  for  the  area  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  County  Authorities.  Results,  if 
any,  are  not  submitted  to  the  Council  for  consideration,  so 
that  I am  unable  to  comment  on  this  product. 

( b ) Meat  and  Other  Foods . 

Inspection  of  meat,  slaughterhouses,  shops,  and 
vehicles  purveying  food  was  made  during  the  year.  Slaughter- 
houses are  well  looked  after,  clean,  and  adequately  supplied 
with  water  for  cleansing  purposes. 

The  vehicles  distributing  food  for  sale  are  clean 
and  the  meat  or  fish  is  kept  covered  up  and  free  from  dust 
contaminati on. 

Foodstuffs  exhibited  for  sale  appear  thoroughly 
fresh  and  wholesome.  No  complaints  of  any  kind  have  been 
received  during  the  year  from  purchasers,  and  shop  inspection 
has  disclosed  nothing  to  complain  of.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases. 
General » 

The  total  number  of  notifiable  diseases  is  somewhat  in 
excess  of  last  year,  yet  not  noticeably  increased  as  compared 
with  other  areas  in  the  country.  Diphtheria,  of  which  there 
were  35  cases,  is  the  greatest  delinquent,  an  increase  of  10 
on  last  year.  Only  one  death  occurred,  as  compared  with 
three  last  year  in  a smaller  number  of  cases. 

The  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  was  17  only,  50$>  of 
last  year’s  total.  Pneumonia  accounts  for  24  cases,  an 
increase  of  almost  50^,  Erysiplelas  one,  and  Puerperal 
Pyrixia  one  complete  the  list  and  bring  the  total  to  78  cases 
of  infection.  Pneumonia  accounted  for  five  deaths  and 
influenza  for  three.  There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever. 

Influenzal  catarrhs  and  rheumatism  still  continue  to 
exert  a big  factor  in  the  disorganisation  of  work  due  to 
enforced  absence  of  the  workers  afflicted  with  these  diseases. 

Scarlet  fever  cases  that  occur  in  houses  in  which  they 
can  be  satisf ac torily  isolated  are  kept  at  home.  All  other 
cases  are  transferred  to  hospital,  where  authorities  have  been 
instructed  to  send  home  uncomplicated  cases  in  order  to  lessen 
the  period  of  deten  tion. 

Diphtheric.  Immunization. 

Approximately  50  persons  (children  and  adults)  were 
immunized  during  the  year,  under  the  scheme  suggested  by  me 
last  year.  Advertisements  relative  to  the  scheme  were  put  in 
suitable  periodicals,  but  the  general  response  was  in  my 
opinion  very  poor.  Despite  this,  I advocate  that  the  scheme 
be  continued  in  the  hope  that  the  populace  will  become  wise 
in  time. 

ho  use  has  been  made  of  measles  serum,  either  for 
Prophyloris  or  attenuation. 

Premises  and  contacts  of  infection  are  duly  disinfected, 
or  provided  with  the  means  of  securing  this  result,  under 
supervision.  Schoolchildren  are  kept  at  home  for  the  usual 
quarantine  periods, 

I am  glad  to  note,  under  this  heading,  that  you  have 
entered  into  negotiations  with  the  St.  Asaph  Joint  Board,  to 
join  that  Board.  This  will  afford  much  ease  of  mind  when  the 
jointure  is  completed,  as  there  has  been  quite  a number  of 
occasions  on  which  there  has  been  extreme  difficulty  in 
getting  cases  of  infectious  disease  isolated. 

Bedding  from  deceased  cases  of  Cancer  and  Tuberculosis 
is  destroyed  under  the  Surveyor’s  direction,  the  owners  being 
suitably  compensated. 

Rat  Week  comes  and  goes  annually,  and  the  general 
public  are  supplied  with  the  necessary  poison  for  the 
eradication  of  this  pest;  but  I am  afraid  that  the  situation 
needs  a more  interested  populace  than  we  have,  and  ''the  War" 
should  continue  not  only  during  Rat  Week  but  all  the  year  round.
